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by which government was set up in the wilderness. That was Nashville’s birth 
certificate. Frederick Stump was a thrifty, industrious and wealthy German who 
had lived on the Pennsylvania border. During the early days of the Revolution, he 
had commanded a company under General Marion.*** The Stump family had 
come to Tennessee with General Robertson’s party in 1779 and settled on 
White’s Creek, near where Nashville now stands. 

The Guice Clan arrived at Fort Nashborough in the spring of 1780, their 
holdings being in the neighborhood of Stump’s plantation. Shortly thereafter 
Jonathan Guice (Gais) met Miss Anne Stump, born 29 April 1763, daughter of 
Frederick Stump, and with little delay, in fact that same year of 1780, he ar- 
ranged to marry her. In the Davidson County, Tennessee marriages, we find also 
that Jacob Guice, son of Christopher, Sr. was married on 2 February 1789, in 
Fort Nashborough to Elizabeth Bickley, daughter of Adam Bickley. These two 
couples became the ancestors of many of the people listed in the Rev. Samuel 
Swayze line. In 1792, at least part of the “Clan” returned to their land grants in 
the Natchez area. 

Here we quote from a letter written by Amanda Guice Armstrong, grand- 
daughter of Jonathan Guice, Sr., dated August 21, 1902, to her nephew, T. Guice 
in Terrell, Texas, telling him something of his ancestry: 


Dear Nephew: 
I will now endeavor to answer your questions as near as my ability allows. 


... 1 find our ancestors were originally French. They were driven out in some of 
the feuds there into Germany, and there stayed until they became identified with 
that nation of people until they moved in a colony to America in 1749%*f (as near 
as I can make out from the Bible of my great-grandfather, Christopher Guice). 
He was born July 25, 1718, and married Margaret Plowhead, born April 19, 
1728. My grandfather was Jonathan Guice, born Dec. 30, 1746. He married 
Anna Stumpf, raised near Nashville, Tenn. My great-grandfather had fifteen 
children: Jonathan, Daniel (or David, died young), Hannah, Michael, Catherine, 
Priscilla, Christopher, Elizabeth, Cceanneh, Rachel, Daniel (stolen by Indians 
and never recovered by parents), Jacob, Absalom Abram, Anna and Mayrus. 
These all moved in a colony with one of the Kinisons (one of them having mar- 
ried Priscilla Guice.) ... My grandfather was educated both in English and Ger- 
man. I have seen him have two Bibles—one on each side of him—on his pallet 
(which was a large deerskin). He read them all the time and believed every word. 
He was a Lutheran, was honest, intelligent and industrious. He was a carpenter 
by trade. When he was about thirty years old, as a colony they all moved from 
Pennsylvania to Tennessee (about 1776). There they all settled together and the 
most of them were farmers. There grandfather saw Miss Anna Stumpf, a very 
rich young lady living near Nashville. He courted and married her about 1780: 

They all remained in Tennessee until 1792, my father Jacob was three years 
old, then they all took the moving spirit again, for it was that when one moved, 
they all moved. So they set out for the wilderness country, preemption rights or 
Spanish grants. My grandfather Jonathan brought his tools and a good many 
negroes with him and got to building houses. He had the lumber sawed with 
whip saws and built comfortable houses on the places where he settled. As soon

Despite oft-repeated family traditions that Peter Hallock came with twelve 
other heads of families to New Haven, Connecticut, in 1640, and later was the 
first to step on shore at a spot called Hallock’s Neck on Long Island Sound, Dr. 
Kenn Stryke -Rodda says Bnmly, “His name does not occur in the records of 
New Haven, Connecticut or Southold.’’ It is known that he came from England 
and had a son William who is found in Southold. His son John’s marriage to 
Abigail Swayze makes the Swayze but not the Jersey Settler connection. It is his 
daughter Abigail’s marriage to Caleb Horton which gives the Hallock genes to 
the Jersey Settlers. er

The order of birth of these children is not known, except that the five 
daughters are here arranged chronologically, their father having specified in his 
will that Thomas and Peter should each pay one of the daughters £5, one each 
year, starting with the eldest, Mary, and continuing to Abigail, who was to be 
paid five years after his death.

But a letter to a state legis- 
lator in whose district Smith 
had enlisted resulted in a news- 
‘paper story that was seen by 
Smith's sister. And now, nearly 
50 years after a soldier's coura- 
geous actions in battle, his bud- 
dies are looking forward to'a 
reunion Sept. 22. 

It began in October 1951. 

The 24th Infantry Division 
was coming under heavy fire 
from North Korean forces. A 
tank that had pulled alongside 
their bunker was a target for 
enemy artillery. 

A mortar shell landed 
between Smith and 0.D. Sham- 
bley, injuring both and killing 
two others. Shambley’s leg was 
pierced, leaving him unable to 
walk. Smith could barely see 
after shrapnel ripped through 
his helmet and tore back part of 
his scalp. 

“That was a most horrible 
scene that I shall never forget,” 
squad leader Billy McMullin, of 
Paducah, Ky., recalled in the 
letter. “His scalp was peeled 
from the back of his head and 
hanging over his bloody face 
and chest.” “""
